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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I. claim(s) 1-4, 6-12, 15-19, 21, 24-40, 43, and 45 drawn to a method of magnetically 
manipulating a cell comprising associating a magnetisable particle with a cell. 

Group II, claim(s) 46-56, 59-64, 68-69, and 71 drawn to treating a disorder involving ion channel 
comprising administering to the patient magnetisable particles, wherein the 
magnetisable particles associate with a cell of a patient. 

Group III, claim(s) 66, drawn to a method for establishing localized anesthesia in a patient 
comprising administering to the patient magnetisable particles, wherein the 
magnetisable particles associate with a cell of the patient; and modulating an ion 
channel of the cell by a magnetic field external to the patient, thereby establishing 
localized anaesthesia. 

Group IV, claim(s) 152, drawn to a kit comprising a therapeutically active agent and means for 
associating a magnetisable particle with a cell. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

According to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when the shared same or 
corresponding technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The inventions listed as 
Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they lack the same or 
corresponding technical feature. 

Claim 1 is directed to a method of magnetically manipulating a cell comprising 
associating a magnetizable particle with a cell. Cartmell et al. (IEEE Transactions on 
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Nanobioscience, Vol. 1, No. 2, June 2002 page 92, cited in the IDS) teaches a method of 
manipulating bone cells in culture with magnetic particles by intermittent mechanical activation. 
The prior art meets the limitations disclosed in claim 1. Thus Group I lacks novelty or inventive 
step and does not make a contribution over the prior art. Since the first claimed invention has 
no special technical feature, it cannot share a special technical feature with the other claimed 
invention. 

Under PGR Rule 13.1, the application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of 
inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept.
